DESCRIPTION OF THE MONUMENT. 

The Bennington Battle Monument is one of the finest and most inter- 
esting memorial structures in the country. Its location is a commanding 
one and the monument shares in the majesty and grandeur of its sur- 
roundings. 

The design is a simple shaft in the form of an obelisk, 301 feet high 
from foundation to apex. The foundation rests upon a solid limestone 
ledge. This foundation is in the form of a pyramid. 44 feet square at the 
base and 37 feet square at the top, with sides nine ieet high. The shaft is 
of Sandy Hill dolomite or magnesian, limestone. The walls are seven 
feet six inches thick at the base, decreasing gradually to a thickness of 
two feet at the apex. The outside walls have a rough finish and inside 
the walls are left in the rough, natural state of the rock. At a height of 
200 feet up the shaft there is an entablature eight feet high and 14 feet 
above this another entablature 12 feet high. These entablatures encircle 
the shaft on all four sides. They do not project from the surface but the 
blocks of stone constituting them have hammered faces so as to offer a 
slight contrast to the rough face of the rest of the structure. A few feet 
above the lower line of the lower entablature on each of the four sides of 
the shaft there is an opening 11 feet wide by 14 feet high. In each of 
these openings stands a double row of plain columns, four of the columns 
being flush with the outer surface of the shaft and the others behind them 
in the interior. These columns are 16 inches apart and across the front 
row on the inside are run three three-inch brass rods a foot apart. The 
back row of columns is flush with the inside walls of the shaft and visit- 
ors can pass between them and, advancing up to the bronze railing, look 
out upon the landscape through the spaces between the front columns. 

Sixteen feet below these large openings each side has a group of five 
narrow windows that really appear like so many narrow slits cut in the 
column, and again on each side is another similar opening or window 
above and three others still higher up. Near the base are also windows 
on each side. 

On the west a large oak door with bronze grills and trimmings gives 
entrance to the structure. Over the door is a large lintel four feet by 
eight feet on which it is intended shall be carved h°ads of Generals Stark, 
Warner and Allen. The interior as you enter is 22 feet square. The floor 
is laid on top of the foundation structure and is made of North River flag- 
ging, six inches thick. A stairway leads upward into the shaft. This is 
laid in successive flights up three sides of the shaft and then on the fourth 
side there is a platform, the same arrangement being then repeated again 
and again until the upper part of the structure is reached. The several 
platforms are lighted by openings in the wall on the south side and 
where the five windows have been noted as appearing there is a platform 
or floor of flagging on iron beams with brick arches across the whole in- 
terior space. On the level of the larger columned opening there is an- 
other floor constituting the main outlook. The architect was Mr. J. Ph. 
Rinn of Boston.

THE LAYING OF THE CORNER-STONE. 


The corner-stone of the monument was laid with impressive 
Masonic ceremonies on August 16, 1887. There was a procession 
with about 3500 men in line and the number of Masons assisting 
at the ceremonies was placed at 1000. Col. George W. Hooker 
was chief marshal. Brig.-Gen. William L. Greenleaf commanded 
the militia and Deputy Grand Marshal Thomas S. Miller had 
charge of the Masonic procession. 

The corner-stone is seven feet long, three feet wide and two 
feet seven inches thick and its weight is over five tons. The 
receptacle within is two feet long, one foot wide and eight inches 
deep. In this were placed a Bible, Hall’s Early History of Ver- 
mont, Rev. Isaac Jennings’ Historical Account relating to the 
Battle Monument, Rev. Isaac Jennings’ Memorials of a Century, 
History of Odd Fellowship, Masonic Grand Lodge proceedings, 
newspapers, coins, medals, and various documents relating to the 
monument and to the early history of Vermont. 

The corner-stone was laid with the usual Masonic ceremonies 
at the close of which Grand Master Alfred A. Hall delivered an 
address and turned over the work to Gov. Ormsbee, who accepted 
in behalf of the State and then transferred it to the Bennington 
Battle Monument Association for completion. Ex-Gov. Prescott 
of Rew Hampshire accepted on behalf of the association. 

The oration of the day was delivered by Congressman John W. 
Stewart.

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THE BATTLE OF BENNINGTON. 

The battle which is commemorated by the Bennington monu- 
ment was one of the most important victories, of the Colonial 
arms during the Revolution. In the oration delivered at the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone Congressman John W. Stewart told the 
story of the battle thus : 

The summer of 1777 was a season of glcom and depression in 
the American colonies. They were scattered, incoherent and 
without funds and appliances adequate to cope successfully with 
the rich and powerful mother country. The tories were exul- 
tant. The timid were halting between two. The leaders were 
despondent. Burgoyne’s formidable expedition, planned in Lon- 
don for the purpose of cutting off New England from the other 
colonies, was making its apparently resistless way southward to 
its goal. On the 6th of July he captured Ticonderoga and on the 
next day he struck and routed at Plubbardton the rear guard of 
our retreating army. At this critical moment, when Burgoyne’s 
success seemed most assured, the Council of Safety, then the 
provisional government of Vermont, appealed to Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire for aid in repelling invasion of the western 
border thus left open and defenceless. 

Right nobly did these colonies respond to the call, and “Ho, to 
the Borders” rang through the hills of New Hampshire and was 
echoed along the valleys of Berkshire and Worcester. John 
Stark with his stalwart men from the granite hills came march- 
ing across the mountains, and Col. Simonds rallied the men of 
Berkshire, among whom was the maternal grandfather of the 
speaker; and Warner and Herrick and Williams and Brush came 
also with their Vermonters, among them the paternal grand- 
father of the speaker. 

Gen. Stark with his brigade reached Bennington on the 9th of 
August. It was on the 15th of the previous month that the Ver- 
mont Council of Safety had addressed the executives of Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire and thus promptly had New Hamp- 
shire responded. Gen. Stark had already earned reputation as 
colonel at Bunker Hill and under Washington at Trenton and 
Princeton, and was a man of great force and courage. His in- 
structions from the president of New Hampshire upon setting out 
in this expedition curiously illustrates the quasi independence of 
the colonies at that time. They were: “To repair to Charles- 
town No. 4,” and, when the troops were collected there, “to take 
command of them and march into the State of Vermont and 
there act in conjunction with the troops of that State or any 
other of the States, or of the United States, or separately, as it 
should appear expedient to him for the protection of the people 
or the annoyance of the enemy.” Never was discretionary power 
more wisely bestowed. The result justified the confidence re- 
posed in General Stark, although the order was criticised severely

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as subversive of military discipline. Burgoyne had at this time 
reached the Hudson river, his progress having been retarded 
by natural obstacles and obstructions interposed by the scattering 
force of Americans which hung along his flank and front in the 
wilderness through which he marched. He at this time needed 
supplies and means of transportation, and his object in detaching 
Baum and sending him to Bennington was to capture the stores 
there gathered in considerable quantities for the use of Gen. 
Schuyler’s army. But the hastily rallied pioneers were there 
before him, and, my fellow-citizens, never was there a more 
grand, spontaneous uprising of a brave, noble race of men in de- 
fence of a holy cause — home, country, freedom, everything which 
makes life dear or worth living. 

On August 14th, Baum had reached a point about six miles 
from Bennington and had captured a large quantity of wheat and 
flour at Sancoix mill. From here he wrote a dispatch to Bur- 
goyne, that about 1800 militia were in his front, which would 
leave at his approach; of which another has wittily said, “They 
did leave, but took Baum’s whole army along with them.” On 
the night of the 14th Baum entrenched his army in a strong 
position. On the 15th it rained. On the 16th Stark attacked the 
entrenched and disciplined troops on all sides. They made a 
brave defence, but were nearly all killed or taken prisoners. 
Immediately after the battle was over, CoL Breyman, sent to re- 
inforce Baum with five or six hundred men, was observed ap- 
proaching, with whom a second battle was fought, continuing 
until . sunset, when the enemy fled, leaving his artillery and 
escaping in the darkness. About 700 of the enemy were cap- 
tured and 207 men killed. 

Gov. Hall, in his “Early History of Vermont,” says: “The 
injury to the enemy by this disaster can scarcely be overstated. 
It was not confined to his actual losses of men and munitions of 
war, though these were of considerable importance. This victory 
was the first check given to the triumphant march of Burgoyne 
from Canada and was an unexpected example of a successful 
assault by undisciplined militia, armed with muskets without 
bayonets, upon an entrenched camp of veteran troops defended 
by cannon.”

FORMATION OF DIVISIONS. 

Two guns will be fired by Puller’s Battery at 8:30 a. m., as the 
signal for divisions to begin their formation. 

The column will form at Camp Vermont, on the grounds of 
the Soldiers’ Home, as directed in special orders to the Assistant 
Marshal in command. The special escort to the reveiwing party 
will report to the Assistant Marshal in charge, in front of the 
“Home” as soon as practicable after the signal for forming. Car- 
riages belonging to the divisions will report at the same place and 
take positions assigned them. 

LINE OF MARCH. 

The head of the column will move from Camp Vermont 
promptly at 9:30 a. m. The signal for starting will be one gun 
from Puller’s Battery. 

The column will move through North street to Gage, Gage 
to Salford, Salford to Main, down Main street, passing under the 
grand arch near the Putnam House. When the head of column 
reaches Dewey avenue a short halt will he made to enable the 
President and reviewing party to take their position in the re- 
viewing stand. The column will then pass in review. 

On arriving at the Battle Monument the First Division (except 
the batteries) will be massed on the west side of the monument, 
and the Second and Third Divisions, (except the carriages,) on 
the east side, as directed in special orders to their respective 
marshals. The batteries of the First Division will take the posi- 
tion specially assigned to them and fire a salute of forty-four 
guns. 

The detachment having in charge the guns captured at the 
Battle of Bennington will place them in position in front of the

grand stand and take the limbers to the grounds north of the 
monument. 

Carriages as unloaded will pass down the road leading west 
from the monument and remain in charge of the Chief Quarter- 
master and his assistants. Horses of the staff and mounted or- 
ganizations will be at once taken to the grounds north of the 
monument. 

THE RETURN MARCH. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies at the monument, the sev- 
eral divisions will reform in their proper order, with carriages of 
each division in its rear, and march through Main and North 
streets to Camp Vermont where the troops with the exception of 
the special escort will be dismissed. The escort and carriages 
will proceed to the Banquet tent near the Soldiers’ Home where 
dinner will he served and the ceremonies of the day completed. 

Organizations composing the Second and Third Divisions may 
he dismissed on arrival at the Putnam House, or march to camp, 
as their several commanders may elect. Such organizations as 
do not march to camp will march up Main or down South streets, 
in order not to obstruct the passage of those in their rear. 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


The Provost Marshal will proceed with his guard to the monu- 
ment grounds in season to arrive not later than 8:00 a. m., and 
will keep the grounds and approaches to them, and the road on 
which carriages are to he parked, clear of teams and spectators, 
in order that the column may not be delayed on its arrival at the 
monument. 

The Carriage Committee will see that all drivers are furnished 
with a list of the guests assigned to their respective carriages, 
and full directions as to where each guest is quartered, in order 
that there may he no delay in the formation, as the column must 
and will move promptly at the hour appointed. 

As a distinguishing badge marshals will wear their sashes 
across the breast from right shoulder to left side, huff for chief 
marshal and red for assistants. All mounted officers will wear 
white gloves — thread or kid as preferred.
